2. Form, Style and Placement in Administrative Code

a. Ins. HFS 11.04 (3) (b), “shall” should replace “must.”

b. Parentheticahbbreviations should be deleted throughoutrthe. For example, see
S.HFS 111.04 (4) (b) 1. d. and g.

c. The material in s. HFS11.06 (4) (c) should be moved to sub. (3) because it relates to
requirements for training course approval.

d. It appears that s. HFS1.07 (1) (c) should be designated as s. HESOY (1) (b).

e. It appears that the requirements set forth in s. HES0Z (2) (f), other than the
requirementset forth in the first sentence; the second sentence of STHEY (2) (q); and the
last three sentences of s. HF31107 (2) (r); are operational requirements that apply to an
emergencymedicaltechnician (EMT)-intermediate service rather than required elements of an
EMT-intermediateoperational plan. Therefore, it appears that these provisions should be
includedin a separate section of the rule.

4. Adequacy of References to Related Statutes, Rules and Forms

a. The statutory citation in s. HFS1.03 (37) should be changed to s. 441.06 (1), Stats.
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b. How can a member of the public obtain access to the “guidelines” referred to in s.
HFS 111.03 (41)? Do thesguidelines meet the definition of a rule? [See ss. 227.01 (13) and
227.10(3), Stats.]

c. Ins. HFS 11.06 (2) (b), it appears that “under pé&t)” should be inserted after
“renewal.”

5. Clarity, Grammar, Punctuation and Use of Plain Language

a. Ins. HFS 11.03 (20), “emagency” should replace “enggnt.”

b. Ins. HFS 11.03 (24), it appears that “an agreement for” should be inserted after
‘means.”

c. Thedefinition of “off-line medical direction,” in s. HFS11.03 (26) is unclear and
shouldbe expanded.

d. Ins. HFS 11.04 (1) (e), how is it determined whether equivalent training is
acceptableo the department? Is there a process to appeal this decision?

e. Is the plan referred to in s. HF31104 (4) (b) an EMAntermediate operational plan,
as defined in s. HFS11.03 (14)? If so, the defined term should be used.

f. Itis unclear what is meant by “this procedure” in s. HEE@4 (4) (b) 2.

g. Ins. HFS 11.04 (5) (b) 3., it appears that “continuing” should be changed to
“refresher.”

h. Ins. HFS 11.04 (5) (b) 5., “Present” should be deleted.

i. Should sHFS111.045 (2) (b) specify that the renewal requirements referred to must
be complied with only when a provisional EMiitermediate would otherwise be required to
obtainthe renewal of his or her license?

J. Ins.HFS 11.06 (1) (e), “person” should be changed to “training c€nter

k. The rule contains two provisions designated as s. HERO& (2) (a) 8. The
requirement in the second s. HFS 1106 (2) (a) 8., that an EMhtermediate
instructor-coordinatoishall be certified as an EMifitermediate instructezoordinator bythe
department is confusing because it is listed as one of the requirements to obtain department
certification.

. Ins. HFS 11.06 (2) (d) 1., “Have” should be deleted. If “documentation of’ were
addedto par (d) (intro.), that phrase could be deleted from subds. 2., 3. and 4.

m. Therule should contain a description of the feasibility study that is required under s.
HFS111.07 (1) (a).
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n. The rule should set forth the data collection requirements that apply to an
EMT-intermediateservice, which are referred to in s. HFR.07 (2) (m).

0. Thephrase “who are qualified under one of thkowing,” in s. HFS 11.07 (2) (u)
1., is confusing and should be replaced with “as provided under either of the following.”

p. Ins. HFS 11.07 (2) (u) 3., how is it to be determined that a patient requires
EMT-intermediateequipment and treatment skills? itfis determined that a patient requires
only EMT-basic equipment and treatment skills, must an #Mdrmediate be present in the
patientcompartment with the patient at all times?

g. SectionHFS 111.07 (3) (b) should specify that the operational plan for phase-in of
full-time coverage is not required to meet the requirements of s. HEG/71(2) (u) 4.

rr In s. HFS 11.07 (3) (c), “intermediates” should be replaced with
“EMTs-intermediate.”

S. SectionHFS 111.07 (7) appears to require an Eltitermediate service to fef a
refreshercourse outside of an approved Elifermediate training centets this intended?

t. The rule should clarifywhether on-line medical control must be provided by an
EMT-intermediateservice. Section HFS11.07 (2) (f) provides that there shall be two-way
voice communication between every ambulance and the medical cphlysician. However
unders. HFS 11.07 (7) (a) 2. and (b), the use of on-lmedical control physicians appears to
be optional.

u. Whatare the “standards of professional practice” referred to in s. HES7L(7)(a)
8.?

v. Shoulds. HFS 11.07 (7) (a) 9. specify that a medicdirector should approve
EMTs-intermediatgo performskills only if they find that the EMintermediate is qualified to
performthose skills?

w. What is meant by the phrase “restricted in providing EM&rmediate service,” used
in ss. HFS111.07 (7) (a) 10. and11.08 (3)? It is unclear whether this phrase means that a
personmay not perform any EMihtermediate skills or that they may be restricted from
performingonly certain skills. May a person who is “restricte¢providing EMTintermediate
service”perform at the EM-basic level?

X. The first sentence of s. HF31107 (9) (b) should be written in tlaetivevoice--“An
ambulanceservice provider shall . . . .”

y. Ins. HFS 11.08 (2) (a), “the provisions” should be changed to “any provision.”

z. Section HFS 11.08 (4) should be rewritteto clarify that the right of the department
to “reproduce” applies only to the records of a licensee, not to the equipment or vehicles of a
licensee.
